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Continuation of 2 NOTE: The newly presented claim limitation of the step of coloring the clear coating of aluminum oxide to produce a 
colored coating or a decorative finish was not presented in any original claim or in any non-final amended claim Therefore, the newly 
presented claim limitation raises new issues that would require further consideration and search. See for example, Fukuda et al. (US 
Patent No 5 166 020) and Korte (US Patent No. 6.309,427 B1). Furthermore, Applicants state that the coloring step was implied in the 
claims filed ("Remarks", page 3, lines 26-27). The Examiner deems that an implied claim limitation is not a positive or required claim 
limitation and does not need to be considered as one in the searching of the claims. 
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
